carefully selected body of business 
i and professional men, chosen w ith 
; regard to character, efficiency, fi­ 
nancial rating, ability, 
energy, in­ 
tegrity and high business standing 
; —the cream if you will of the busi­ 
ness community. 
You cannot 
ob- 
• tain an organization of such 
high 
grade membership 
without 
great 
.care in the selection; picking 
one 
I leading man from each line of busi­ 
ness is a very 
satisfactory 
and 
scientific method of making choice. 
Third.—Experience 
has 
shown 
that commercial organizations with 
i a large membership are* conducted 
by a very few of the members, 
a 
¡ small inner circle, w’hile the gener­ 
al membership is quiescent and in­ 
active. The Rotary club emjeavors 
to obtain strength and usefulness 
! by stimulating constant activity on 
the part of every member. 
Such a 
condition 
of 
general 
interest 
ithrougout the club is attained 
by 
the fact that it is a club of leaders. 
The members are all 
leaders 
of 
their lines of business, and leaders 
are “live wires” and not 
laggards. 
Therefore they 
attend 
the 
club 
meetings, do the work, and make 
! their organization a factor in 
the 
i club life and progress of the com­ 
munity.
